More than 200,000 rats have 
been exterminated since 1951 along 
a 360 mile front of the Saskatche- 
wan-Alberta border, through . a 
year round rat control program 
conducted by the Alberta Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in co-opera- 
tion with various municipal gov- 
ernments. The program is. main- 
taining, Alberta’s status as Can- 
ada’s only rat-free province. 


The rat invasion from Saskat- 
chewan began in 1950. The Pest 
Control Divisioré_of the Agricul- 
ture Department initiated a con- 
trol program and, during 1952-53 
called in professional extermina- 
tors to temporarily halt the inva- 
sion. Since 1950 the program has 
cost approximately $235,000 for a 
saving of over $4,000,000 damage 
to Albertans. 


A specially trained corps of pest 
control officers regularly inspect 
formsteads in suspected areas. In 
1958, 637 farms of 3,774 inspected 
were found to be infested. The 
control program exterminated all 
but 52 colonies which were subse- 
quently wiped out in a follow-up 
winter campaign. 

_ The area of infestation occurs 
along a 20-mile wide strip stretch- 
ing from Medicine Hat in the south 
to Cold Lake in the north. The 
westward thrust of the rat move- 
ment is felt most keenly at such 
points as Grande Centre, Onion 
Lake, Lloydminster, Provost, Al-

Two poisons, Warfarin and 
Pival, are distributed by the gov- 
ernment free of charge to farmers, 
municipalities and urban centres. 
Pest control officers employed. by 
the Department of Agriculture di- 
program. Over 
20,000 pounds of dry-mix and 10,- 
000 quarts of water soluble bait 
were used to kill an estimated 58,- 
000 rats last year. 

The rat is commonly confused 
with the muskrat although the 
two animals differ in a number of 
respects. A-rat is usually brown

Poultry 
research 
pays off 


Over the past 50 years the poul- 
try industry has developed from 
the small farm flock, hatched and 


brooded by mother hen, 


to the 


large commercial flock as we know 
it today. This rapid development 
would have been impossible with- 
out continuous poultry research. 
Until 1900 little attention was 
given to the economic characteris- 
tics of the many breeds and varie- 
ties of chickens. About 1910 the 
trapnest was invented, and shortly 
after the progeny test was intro- 
duced as a means of improving 
egg production. Improved incuba- 
tion and brooding followed ‘and by 
1920 practically all farm hatching 


had ceased. 


About the same period vitamins 
were discovered and this made it 
possible to raise chickens the year 
round thus eliminating seasonal 
variations in egg and meat pro- 


duction. This was. followed 


by the 


development. of specialized meat 
and egg strains of birds. Today’s 
extensive broiler industry is based 
on highly efficient: meat strains. 


Feed conversion has 


increased 


from about four pounds of feed 
per pound of gain to less than 2.5 
pounds of feed per pound of -gain 
and the end is not yet in sight. 


The development of egg 


laying 


strains has led to greatly increas- 
ed production so that yearly flock 
averages of 250 eggs.per hen are 
now common. This increased pro- 
duction accompanied by improved 
rations has led to much greater 
feed efficiency for egg production. 


Many flocks now 


require only 


about 4.5 pounds of feed per dozen 


eggs whereas only a’ short 


decade 


ago seven pounds of feed were re- 


quired. . 


The poultry industry has made 
great progress but there will al- 
ways be a need for research; 


fundamental research: that 


delves 


into the meaning of things, and 
applied research that uses the 
knowledge available to develop 
new nutrition practices, new dis- 
ease controls and new equipment.

“The real Canada begins at Win- 
nipeg,” is a sweeping statement 
that you »might expect to hear 
from a westerner. I was intrigued 
to hear it made the other day by 
a British immigrant. 


, “I mean the Canada, we always 
visualize, the wide open spaces and 
the friendly people,” she added 
rather hastily. “Not that eastern 
Canadians are unfriendly, just 
that the west is so different.” 


She was stammering apologeti- 
cally when I persisted in wanting 
to know just how it seemed so 
different in her eyes. 


In England, she told me, we al- 
ways hear about Canada’s great 
distances but when you first see.

‘Such spark- 
ling sunshine . |. and those prai- 
rie sunsets,” she enthused. West- 
ern accents were another impres- 
sion she singled out. “I know Can- 
adians don’t think they have any 
marked regional accents,” she in- 
formed me, “but they certainly 
have to my ears.” She found the 
soft western drawl charming.

Oil Companies operating in Bas- 
katchewan have spent 510 million 
dollars more than they have re- 
ceived from sales of crude oil, This 
fact was revealed. May 5 by V. H. 
Hunter, Manager of Imperial Oil’s 
Saskatchewan Producing Division, 
in a talk presented to newsmen at 
Hotel Saskatchewan. Mr. 
Hunter was the first speaker dur- 


by the Canadian Petroleum Asso- 
ciation for representatives of news 
media from all over Saskatchewan. 

This money was spent on land, 
exploration, drilling,’ production 
equipment and pipelines, ‘Contin- 
ued exploration in the area de- 
pends mainly on the type of en- 
couragement oil companies’ re- 


ceive,” Mr, Hunter said. “A major |. 


discovery at this time would un- 
doubtedly add great impetus to 
exploratory work.” 

» Mr, Hunter cautioned his audi- 
ence against over optimism. Re- 
cent discoveries in Alberta and 
north eastern B.C, have turned the 
eyes of industry in that direction. 
Saskatchewan producers have had 
disappointing results from explora- 
tion. work in the past year and a 
half, Oil companies,.he stressed, 
spend their money: where Prospects 
look brightest. 

He compared Canada’s produc- 
tion with other oil producing areas 
of ‘the world. Canada’s production 
of 451,000 barrels per day during 
1958 came from over 12,000 wells 
while countries like Iran produced 
822,000 barrels per day from 88 
wells:, Kuwait had a total of 302 
wells producing 1.4 million barrels 
per day.

The Seaway will bring ocean- 
going freighters more than 2,500 
miles inland to the Lakehead at 
Fort William. Because of this new 
water connection closer to the 
Prairies it was interesting to note 
that the channel we took between 
the two locks went through what 
is called the LaPrairie Basin of 
the St. Lawrence River. I thought 
it was a good omen for the West 
to start out on the great project 
with some reference to the Prai- 
ries. 

It is not too clear, as yet, just 
how great will be the benefit to 
Western Canada in having salt- 
water freighters calling almost at 
the West’s doorstep. The saving in 
shipping costs for Prairie wheat 
will be at least 554 cents, a bushel 
because this much has already 
been announced by the Canadian 


to the Lakehead wheat price. This 
means an extra payment to Prai- 
rie wheat growers through the 
Wheat Board on wheat shipped 
from Fort William. 

The Seaway project is some- 
thing like a giant escalator, or 
elevator, lifting westbound ships, 
and lowering eastbound ships, a 
total of 224 feet—the difference in 
the levels between Lake Ontario 
and Montreal harbor on the St. 


| Lawrence. These are seven gigan- 


tic locks for this raising and low- 
ering job. The locks are 800 feet 
long, massive structures. of con- 
crete and hydraulic mechanism.
